The sinking of the American 
destrover Reuben. James off 
eeland makes no difference in 
the international situation, 
President Roosevelt announeed 
day at his press conference. 
- Asked whether consideration 
had been givn to severance of 
diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many, the President replied he 
‘tad not heard that suggestion 
until the reporter brought it 


up. 

Holding in his hand a yellow 
sip of news ticker copy con- 
faining a one paragraph an- 
nouncement of the sinking of 
the Reuben James, the Presi- 
dent said he had no further 
news from the Navy Depart- 
ment. His manner was grave. 
He had not indulged in the 
customary banter with report- 
ers before opening the confer- 
ence, 

The President did not seek to 
exploit the Reuben James incident 
and told reporters that if Ameri- 
can naval vessels gank any sub- 


marines, the information ‘probably 
would be withheld in an effort to 


break down German morale. 
Cites World War Policy. 


When a veteran reporter asked, 
‘If a German submarine is sunk, 
will there be an announcement of 
casualties?” the President observed 
that the question had started with 
the wrong word, “if,” but pointed 
out that this particular reporter 
knew that during the World War 
sich casualties were not an- 
hounced and that this had had a 
definite effect on German morale 
since the vessels could only be 
listed as “missing.” 

“Suppose one of our airplanes 
‘aptured a submarine,” he was 
usked. The President replied there 
might or might not be an an- 
houncement — depending on the 
tircumstances. ' 

The President recalled that dur- 
ing the World War, when he went 
lo France as Assistant Secretary 
f the Navy, he had flown above 
the Bay of Biscay in a French 
blimp which had sighted a Ger- 
man submarine. The next day, he 
tid, the blimp marked the location 
of the submarine’s position by a 
buoy, which served as a guide for 
tirplanes and sub-chasers to drop 
‘pth bombs.

BENDIX, N. J., Oct. 31 (AP).— 
The Army took over operation of 
the plant of Air Associates, Inc., 
today on the order of President 
Roosevelt who said in an executive 
order issued last night that a la- 
bor dispute threatened to halt 
production of vital defense miate- 
rial. Air Associates has $5,000,000 
in defense orders. 

More than 2000 soldiers with steel 
helmets, bayonets and machine 
guns surrounded the plant, de- 
ployed throughout nearby fields, or 
idied in the vicinity. Few had slept. 

Despite the show of force only 
the machine guns were loaded. Of- 
ficers had orders that not a bul- 
let was to be in any rifle or pis- 
tol. 

At the nearby Hasbrouck Rail- 
road station, CIO strikers formed 
on one side of a driveway and 
non-strikers massed on the other. 
A line of troops with fixed bay- 
onets, gas bombs and a machine 
gun eyed both groups. 

Col. Roy Jones in Charge. 

Into this scene rode Col. Roy M. 
Jones, Eastern district supervisor 
for the Air Corps procurement di- 
vision, 
plant. 

“This plantisanimportant plant 
to national defense,” he told the 
crowd. “We propose to open the 
plant and we will need workers 
to do so. We are going to set up 
an employment agency just as soon 
as we can complete the necessary 
inventory. I am asking you in the 
name of the President of the 
United States as good citizens to 
support me.” 

‘He then expressed hope there 
would be jobs for all and said 
men would be rehired regardless 
of past difficulties. The tension 
broke and cheers resounded. 

Loren J, Houser, Eastern Re- 
gional Director of the CIO United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
aviation division, said its men were 
ready for work and full co-opera- 
tion with the army. Robert E. 
Fowler, company public relations 
director, said he and President F. 
Leroy. Hill would report to see 
whether they would be rehired. 

With 700 workers, the plant Is 
comparatively small in the New 
Jersey industrial picture. But its 
products are essential for Martin 
bombers, Brewster dive-bombers, 
Airacobra fighters and other war- 
craft, 

. 250 at Work. 

Edward F. McGrady, labor ad- 
viser to the War Department, flew 
here in an army transport plane. 

“T am here,” he said, "to assist 
Col. Jones in getting production 
under way in a peaceful and con- 
structive manner. We expect the 
men to come back not as union 
men or nonunion men, but as 
American citizens.”

NEW NAZI PINCERS 
THRUST AT LINES 
AROUND MOSCOW 


Germans Attack in Voloko- 
lamsk Area, Northwest 
of City, and Toward 
Tula, on South. 


LONDON, Oct. 31 (AP).—Ger- 
man armies of Field Marshal Gen. 
Fedor von Bock probed Moscow’s 
defenses for weak spots at Tula 
and Volokolamsk in an intensifi- 


cation of the central front offen- 
sive today, according to reports 
reaching London. 

Volokolamsk itself, a cotton mill 
town 65 miles northwest of Mos- 
cow, was reported in German pos- 
session after changing hands three 
times in fighting begun , Tuesday. 

Decisive repulse of all attacks on 
the Russian defense are before the 
capital was reported by the So- 
viet Government, which said work- 
ers of Tula, 100 miles south of 
Moscow, fought shoulder to shoul- 
der with troops holding the left 
wing. 

Modified Pincer Movement. 

A modified pincer movement 
rather than a frontal assault appar- 
ently was the Nazi strategy. The 
Russians were declared here to 
have countered with a determined 
right wing offensive at Kalinin, 95 
miles northwest of the capital, a 
Volga River city due north of 
Volokolamsk. 

The German attack against Mos- 
cow is undoubtedly being ‘very 
heavily pressed,” a London author- 
ity said, and he described the Tula 
thrust as the one of the most im- 
mediate danger. Nazis were said 
to be using tanks and aircraft for 
their main drive toward Tula, a 
munitions and iron-working center 
of 200,000 population in the broad 
valley of the Upa River.

avoid giving away ships’ positions 
to sea raiders.

eral days elapsed before the in- 
formation came in that the Kearny 
had suffered loss of life. 

The Navy said it would not re- 
lease a list of officers and men 
on the Reuben James until in- 
formation regarding their fate had 
been obtained, saying this might 
take two or three days or longer. 

In the absence of any word as 
to possible loss of life, the Navy 
Department said the Reuben 
James carried life-saving equip- 
ment sufficient to meet the needs 
of many more officers and men 
than comprised its complement. : 

It was equipped with two 26-foot 
motor whale boats, each having a 
normal capacity of 24 persons and 
capable of carrying more in an 
emergency. It also carried at least 
six balsa wood life rafts, each de- 
signed for 25 people, and in addi- 
tion, the Navy said, there were 
“life preservers of a quantity suf- 
ficient to care for 15 per cent more 
than the entire complement of the 
ship.”

SEAS BY NAZIS 


BARKLEY ASSERTS, 


“Some Senators Take View 


That Incidents Are In- 
evitable — Others Voice 
Determination to:Avenge 


Them. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP).— 
‘The sinking of the United States 
Destroyer Reuben James brought 
Congressional expressions today 
that the incident would lead the 
nation closer to an all-out war with 
Germany and would hasten Senate 
action on legislation revising the 
‘Neutrality Act. 

Senator Connally of Texas, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, said that 


the sinking “is another evidence 
of the murderous and defiant atti- 
tude of the Nazis.” “This unjusti- 
fied and dastardly sinking must 
be avenged,” he asserted. “It 
ought to assure the prompt pass- 
age of the pending bill to modify 
the Neutrality Act. We must re- 
sume our rights on the seas and 
we must maintain them in the 
face of this coarse and brutal de- 
mand that our ships get off the 
seas and stay off the seas. The 
seas do not belong to Hitler, they 
belong to all nations, and we shall 
not surrender them to his bloody 
and brutal sway.” 
Barkley’s Comment. 

Senate Democratic Leader Bark- 
ley commented: “It appears that 
the Nazis are determined to drive 
us off the seas, and I don’t be- 
lieve the American people are 
ready to be driven off.” 

Senator David I. Walsh (Dem.), 
chairman of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, expressing regret at 
the sinking, said: “The policy we 
are pursuing must inevitably lead 
to sinkings and more sinkings.” 

“The doctrine of freedom of the 
seas,” he continued, “does not per- 
mit a country to bring munitions 
of war to a belligerent without ex- 


me posing its convoy of munitions to 


attack. The neutrality law that 
Wwe enacted prior to the present 
war recognized this principle, and 
until recently we have refrained 
from attempting to do what we 
would not permit another country 
to do if we were at war.” 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
said: “The sinking absolutely re- 
futes the contentions of opponents 
of repeal of the Neutrality Act, or 
of repeal of any of its sections, 
that the Neutrality Act can keep 
us out of war. It ought to be 
plain now that defeat of the pend- 
ing legislation would be humiliat- 
ing surrender to Hitlerism.” 

Keep Cool, Pepper Urges. 

Senator Pepper of Florida said: 
“Let us keep cool, knowing that 
the job ahead is to make sure of 
the earliest, speediest death of 
despotism. I am following Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the details of 
foreign policy because I have un- 
shakable confidence in him.” 

One opponent of administration 
foreign policy, Senator Gillette 
(Dem.), Iowa, told reporters that 
“America will protect her seamen, 
no matter what mission they are 
on.” 

Remarking that the Navy had 
announced the Reuben James was 
on convoy duty west of Iceland 
when a torpedo sent it to the bot- 
tom, Gillette added that “it does 
not matter how unwise may have 
been the vessel’s duty, the fact 
remains that the sailors were 
obeying their Government’s orders 
and they thus were justified in 
feeling that America should give 
them every protection.” 

To Be Expected, Taft Says. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
the sinking was an “inevitable re- 
sult of a shooting war. Sinkings 
of United States vessels can be ex- 
pected if on convoy duty.” 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
said the incident was “further 
proof of a well designed Hitler 
scheme and terroristic plan to 
drive all naval and merchant ves- 
sels, regardless of mationality, off 
the Atlantic ship lanes.” 

Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, said “you can’t walk into a 
bar room brawl! and hope to stay 
out of the fight. That's what the 
administration’s policy contem- 
plates.” 

“One More Indication.” 

Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, an advocate of out- 
right repeal of the neutrality law, 
said that “this is just one more 
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indication that the United States 
must stand up for its rights. We 
can not afford to be driven from 
the seas.” 

Bridges and Senator Gurney 
(Rep.), South Dakota, said the in- 
cident demonstrated that the neu- 
trality statute should be repealed, 
instead of amended. “This clinches 
the argument,” Gurney declared, 
Other comment: 

Senator Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri)—“We can expect such things 
when our ships are in war zones.” 
Senator Capper (Rep.), Kansas— 
“This apparently brings us closer 
to a fighting war. I believe how- 
ever, that any question .of the 
United States going into war 
should be put up to Congress.” 
Senater Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa—“If we are going to get up 
into that country we are going to 
get into trouble. That is all there 
so Oo 

“Inevitable to Be Shot At.” 
Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado 
—‘This indicates that the Nazis are 
not going to let all of the shooting 
be on one side. Once we gave the 
orders to shoot, it was inevitable 
that we were going to be shot at. 
We ought to be minding our own 
business and not participating in a 
war.” 

Representative Short (Rep.), 
Missouri—“I’m not surprised and 
I think we can expect this sort of 
thing every day. President Roose- 
velt ordered a shooting war with- 
out Congress declaring it and 
without the pecple wanting it.” 
Representative Shanley (Dem.), 
Connecticut, an opponent of revi- 
sion of the Neutrality Act: “The 
sinking will bring realistically to 
the American people the price 
we're paying for measures short 
of war. The tragic sequence of 
events substantiates President 
Roosevelt’s assertion of last year 
that convoying means -shooting 
and shooting means war. Meas- 
ures short of war must inevitably 
lead to war.”

In a naval campaign 
against the pirates of the Barbary 
Coast, James was in the crew of 
Commodore Stephen Decatur’s 
flagship. He was wounded in sav- 
ing the life of Decatur by “inter- 
posing his body between that of 
his commander and the scimitar 
of a pirate while engaged in a 
battle with pirates’ gunboats.”

Appointed to the Naval Academy 
from Texas in 1922, Edwards was 
graduated in 1926 and later joined 
the U. 8. S. Florida, a battleship. 
He served aboard that vessel until 
February, 1928, and then was as- 
signed to duty at the Naval Acad- 
emy with the Olympic squad. He 
was captain of the American wres- 
tling team in the 1928 Olympics.

INFLATION BEING DRAWN UP 


Social Security and Regular Tax Levies Would 
Be Increased—Aimed at ‘Excess’ 
Purchasing Power. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP).— 
Administration officials disclosed 
today they have in preparation a 
huge new tax program, designed 
to subtract about $6,000,000,000 of 
“excess purchasing power” from 
the nation’s collective pocketbook. 

The money would be obtained by 
stiffer regular taxes, increased so- 
cial security taxes, and other meth- 
ods, officials said, and the plan 
may be ready for presentation to 
Congress before Christmas. 

The new program, they asserted, 
was needed both to prevent infla- 
tion and to help finance the coun- 
try’s ever-expanding defense effort. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau said yesterday that higher 
social security rates would be pro- 
posed, but other officials followed 
up this announcement by revealing 
that a whole new regular tax bill 
was being rushed for possible pres- 
entation months ahead of all pre- 
vious forecasts. . 

Would Set Record. 

If all the contemplated new lev- 
jes are combined in an omnibus 
measure, the new tax bill would 
dwarf the record $3,500,000,000 tax 
law just passed by Congress. 

The $6,000,000,000 program arose 
from estimates prepared by vari- 
ous Federal economists that to 
prevent inflation the Government 
should immobilize between $5,000- 
000,000 and $8,000,000,000 of new 
purchasing power—money people 
are making now through increased 
wages or from new jobs as a re- 
sult of the defense program that 
they didn’t make a year or two 
ago. The figure of $6,000,000,000 
is guess within the range of these 
estimates and is being used for 
convenience by certain officials as 
a measure of the job ahead of 
them. 


They don’t know yet where or 
how they are going to get the $6,- 
000,000,000. But they are thinking 
of getting anywhere from _ $l,- 
000,000,000 to $3,000,000,000 of it 
from increased social security 
taxes. They hope to get another 
amount within about the same 
range from regular taxes. That may 
leave a sizeable sum to be “mopped 
up’—Morgenthau’s term of it — 
by other methods. 

Two Plans Considered. 

There are two proposals for 
changing social security taxes be- 
ing considered by the administra- 
tion. One would advance by one 
year the automatic provisions of 
the existing social security tax law 
and require employes and employ- 
ers to pay 2 per cent on payrolls 
for old age pensions, instead of 
1 per cent as at present. This plan 
probably also would involve a small 
increase in the present 3 per cent 
unemployment insurance tax on 
employers. 

The other plan would be to re- 
quire employes to pay a 5 per cent 
tax for old age pensions, and make 
employers pay 2 per cent for pen- 
sions plus the present 3 per cent 
for unemployment insurance. 

Less information was available 
on how regular taxes may be in- 
creased. Speculation at the Treas- 
ury included another stiff increase 
in income taxes, sweeping modifi- 
cation of the excess profits tax on 
corporations, more and. higher ex- 
cise taxes on the goods people buy. 

Although the individual income 
tax field was enlarged recently to 
tax earnings of such small incomes 
that some WPA workers will be 
affected, Treasury officials de- 
clined to deny today that further 
increases may be on the way. They 
appeared opposed, however, to a 
general sales tax.

He was an organizer of the 
Open-Air Playground ‘Committee, 
which gave St. Louis its first 
municipal playgrounds, at the turn 
of the century. He helped in draw- 
ing, for the Civie League, the draft 
of what became ‘the city billboard 
ordinance’ He worked in cam- 
paigns for a new city charter and 
for bond issues for Municipal 
Bridge and other major improve- 
ments, . 

The Pageant-Masque of May, 
1914, performed on Art Hill before 
vast gatherings, was. the work of 
many persons, but Smith was its 
motivating force. : | 

Smith served as chairman of the 
voluntary Citizens’ City Plan Com- 
mission, which functioned before 
the municipal body of the same 
name. was constituted, and did pio- 
neer work for zoning and the reg- 
ularizing of city improvement de- 
signs, * 

He was one of the leaders in the 
Central Parkway movement, for a 
wide parked space from Twelfth 
to Grand boulevard, including most 
of present Memorial and Aloe 
Plazas. On a referendum vote in 
1915, the voters defeated this plan. 

In 1916 Smith tried to withdraw 
from civic affairs and devote him- 
self wholly to his law practice, 
but he found it impossible to stay 
on the outside. The General Coun- 
cil on Civic Needs was formed, and 
Smith was made its chairman, a 
post he held until 1938. He cam- 
paigned for the locating of public 
buildings around Memorial Plaza, 
for establishment of the -Perma- 
nent Condemnation Board in city 
improvement: projects, for recrea- 
tiona] development, for slum clear- 
ance through housing plans, and 
for smoke abatement. He was pres- 
ident of the City Club in the most 
active years of that civic and 


luncheon organization. 
He served as a member of the 
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LUTHER ELY SMITH 


Federal. Commission which built 
the George Roge 
at: Vincénnes, Ind, From this came 
‘the idea of a larger memorial tn- 
dertaking on the St. Louis river- 
front. Smith is credited with ‘being 
the originator of this idea. 


Smiths was ‘made a member of 
the United States, Territqrial Ex- 
pansion Memorial Commission, 
formed by Congress to plan the 
Memorial, and was chosen as 
chairman of the Commission’s 
executive committee. 


In the 1940 campaign, Smith 
was vice-chairman of a committee 
backing the non-partisan court 
plan, which was adopted by the 
voters of the State. 


He was one of a group, which 
worked without much publicity, in 
the effort to call off the partisan 
attempt of the 1941 Legislature to 
prevent Forrest C. Donnell from 
taking the office of Governor to 
which he was elected. Later in 
this year, he was a leader in the 
campaign for the merit system 
amendment to the City Charter, 
adopted by the voters Sept. 16. 


Mayor William Dee Becker re- 
cently appointed Smith a member 
of the city’s new Civil Service 
Commission, 


Smith was born in 1873 at Dow- 
ner’s Grove, Ill., a Chicago suburb. 
He was in the class of 1894 at Am- 
herst College, being a classmate 
of Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone; 
Calvin Coolidge and Dwight W. 
Morrow were in the next class, 
that of '95, and were friends of 
Smith. He was married to Miss 
Sa Lees Kennard, and they have 
three children. He took his law 
degree at Washington University 
in 1897, and was admitted to the 
bar here in 1899, after a year’s 
military service in the Spanish- 
American war. Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
live at 5321 Waterman avenue.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 31— 
William H. Killoren, former St. 
Louis Circuit Judge, was appoint- 
ed by Gov. Forrest C. Donnell to- 
day to fill the vacancy created by 
the death of Circuit Judge Frank 
Cc. O'Malley of St. Louis. 

The appointment was the first 
to be made‘in the State under the 
non-partisan . court. plan, adopted 
in the election last November. 

Killoren, a Republican, was one 
of the three men nominated for 
the post by the St. Louis Judicial 
Commission. The other two were 
James V. Frank, Republican, an 
Associate City Counselor, -and 
Vincent L. Boisaubin, Democratic 
nominee for } t of the 
Board of Aldermen last April. 

Under the new method of 
judicial appointment, Killoren, if 
he desires to remain in office, will 
go before the voters in the No- 
vember, 1942, election, for rejection 
or retention on his record. If the 
appointment had been made after 
Nov. 3, the question of retaining 
him would not have been sub- 
mitted to the voters until Novem- 
ber, 1944. 

Killoren was Circuit Judge in 
St. Louis from 1920 to 1932, having 
previously served as Associate 
City Counselor. He was chairman 
of the Becker-for-Mayor Cam- 
paign Committee last spring. 


30 TRAPPED, PROBABLY KILLED 
IN GANADIAN MINE EXPLOSION 


NORDEGG, Alberta, Oct. 31 
(AP).—About 30 miners were 
trapped and probably killed today 
by an explosion which shattered 
a section of the Brazeau Colleries 
here in the foothills. of the Rocky 
Mountains.

Back Russian Forces in 
Donets Basin, Berlin 
Reports. 


BERLIN, Oct. 31 (AP).—The 
high command declared today the 
Russians were in full retreat in the 
Crimea, pursued by German and 


‘Rumanian forces, and that Soviet 


units in the Donets Basin also were 
being pushed back by the allied 
Axis armies. 

Outside Leningrad, where Ger- 
man military sources earlier had 
acknowledged that Nazi armies 
were encountering tenacious Rus- 
sian resistance the bulletin from 
Adolf WHitler’s headquarters said 
several Russian attempts to break 


Specific mention of the progress 
of the drive on Moscow was omit- 
ted again, the communique saying 
only of other Eastern front land 
sectors that operations are contin- 
uing. 

Heavy army batteries were said 
to have scored telling blows on im- 
portant military objectives in Len- 
ingrad. 

(A German broadcast heard in 
London said important targets near 
the Kremlin also were set afire 
in recent German night air raids 
on Moscow.) 

Hurried Russian withdrawal be- 
fore Nazi ground and air assaults 
on the Crimean peninsula was de- 
scribed by the communique as the 
crowning stroke of long and ardu- 
ous fighting to smash Russian 
defenses across. the harrow Pere- 
kop Isthmus. 

German bombers were said to 
have attacked the ports of Yev- 
patoriya, on the west' coast of the 
Crilmea, and Kereh, on the east 
coast. In waters around the pen- 
insula five Soviet merchant ships 
aggregating 13,000 tons were re- 
ported sunk. 

Resolute Soviet defense of Mos-; 
cow, as well as of Leningrad, was 
acknowledged by Berlin military 
sources. On the Moscow front par- 
ticularly, they said, Nazi troops 
were encountering the stiffest kind 
of opposition.

Founder of Undertaking 
Firm, 83, Plunges From 
Window in Fit of Cough- 


ing. 


Lawrence P, Harrigan, founder 
of Harrigan & Sheahan Undertak- 
ing Co., was killed this morning 
when he fell: from the window of 


his eighth floor apartment, 530 Un- 
ion boulevard, in a coughing fit. 
His physician said he may have 
suffered a heart attack. He was 
83 years old and had been ill of 
arthritis and chronic bronchitis. 
Mrs. Harrigan awakened him 
about 8 o'clock, she related, and 
went into the dining room to pre- 
pare breakfast. Waiting for him 
to come in, she telephoned to her 
son by a former marriage, 
liam C. Kraemer. 

While she was at the telephone, 
she heard her husband in one of 
his frequent coughing attacks, in 
which, she said, he would stand 
at the opén window. The attack 
stopped suddenly, and in a mo- 
ment she returned to the bedroom. 
It was empty, and, she said, she 
“was afraid to look out.” 

Harrigan had fallen about 80 
feet, police estimated. 

Harrigan was the son of Law- 
rence Harrigan, Chief of Police 
here for several terms beginning 
in 1874, who died in 1899. Surviv- 
ing is Mrs. Harrigan, who was 
Mrs. Anna Kraemer before their 
marriage in 1913, the stepson and 
a stepdaughter, Mrs. C. E. Miller.

Drydock Strike Involving 5800 
Workers Is Settled. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP).—A 
five-day-old strike at the Robins 
Drydock, involving 5800 workers 
and repair work on 14 British and 
American ships, was settled today. 

A reliable source said the work- 
ers, members of the United Marine 
and Shipbuilding Workers’ Union 
(CIO) would go back to work as 
soon as possible. He said the union 
and the company had signed a 
contract. 

In striking, the union accused 
the firm of good faith in negotiat- 
ing a contract and the matter was 
referred to the Mediation Board in 
Washington. The strike seriously 
delayed the operation of 14 ships 
being used to rush supplies to Eng- 
land and Russia. 

While shipyard officials refused 
comment, a union spokesman said 
the workers would hold a member- 
ship meeting tonight to ratify the 
contract agreed upon by their lead- 
ers.

A tuneful, gay show on 
skates, Shipstad and Johnson, pro- 
ducers and owners along with Ed- 
die Shipstad’s brother, Roy, . pre- 
sent a cast of 85 skaters and 28 
featured performers. Starred along 
with the Shipstads and Johnson 
are Evelyn Chandler, acrobatic 
skater, and Bess Ehrhardt. 

Johnson was formerly a nation- 
ally known speed skater, among 
his titles being the Northwest 
championship; Roy Shipstad is 
known as the master of all figure 
skating; Miss Chandler is a for- 
mer National Junior champion giv- 
ing up the title to turn pro, while 
Miss Ehrhardt jumped to national 
fame from the speed championship 
of her home town, Superior, Wis., 
where they take skating very seri- 
ously indeed. 

However, the story behind the 
lavish spectacle is another matter 
and all dates back to 1926 when 
Shipstad and Johnson were on a 
barnstorming tour, and really be- 
gins with the Damon and Pythias 
relationship of the pair formed 
a couple of years earlier when 
they began entertaining Sunday 
afternoon crowds on St. Paul's 
Lake Como. Then they were soon 
giving exhibitions in towns and 
cities in that area and from there 
it was just a step to touring the 
country and their arrival at New 
York. Standing in a tunnel en- 
trance to the ice in Madison 
Square Garden, listening to the ap- 
proving roar of a capacity hockey 
crowd before which they were ap- 
pearing between halves of the 
game, the idea was born.: If the 
crowd liked it that well, why not 
a full fledged revue on ice, set to 
music? 

With that in mind the pair be- 
gan to plan and scheme, continued 
their barnstorming and saved 
their money. In 1933, their first 
venture was launched, a one-night 
small show in Milwaukee. The 
bank holiday was declared two 
days before the scheduled date but 
the show sold out in the middle of 
it. Right there was where John- 
son thinks the luck element en- 
tered. If the show was a success 
under those conditions, it certain- 
ly could be at any time. 


While on their barnstorming 
tours, Shipstad and Johnson met 
Miss Chandler, who was also ap- 
pearing at hockey games and while 
filling an 18month engagement 
at Chicago where brother Roy 
Shipstad also was starring, they 
encountered Miss Ehrhardt. Thus 
the idea of the show grew and in 
1986 it was ready for its launching. 

It’s said that the boys borrowed 
$20,000 to start but Johnson smiles 
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and says that isn’t quite so, that 
they had the money but it was a 
shoestring bankroll. “From one 
truck to carry the cast and cos- 
tumes to a nine-car special train” 
is the slight and softly spoken 
Johnson’s story of their success. 


First Show a Flop. 


First appearance was’ in Tulsa 
in November of that year and it 
was a flop. They left, went to 
Kansas City and the town was 
“snowed under,” so they didn’t 
even bother to unpack. Then came 
St. Louis, where they met some 
measure of success.. From that 
time on they had better luck, they 
began packing them in, then hap- 
pened one of those miracles of the 
show business, a hit, a big success. 


Last year the company was 49 
weeks on tour, ice skating is an 
all-year-round business these days 
and this season they are booked 
for 47 weeks, to give the perform- 
ers “a little more break on their 
vacations.” The Ice Follies played 
before 1,622,000 persons last year, 
jamming Madison Square Garden 
for 10 days and before 139,000 in 
Boston Garden in seven days. 
There were 36 straight sellout per- 
formances of the 1942 edition at 
its first showing in Pan-Pacific 
Auditorium in Los Angeles this 
past fall. 

And that’s how a pair of kids 
turned their love for ice skating 
into a million dollars, and more, 
business.

EXTORTION TRL 


One-Time Treasury Head 
Mentioned in Regard to 
Labor Leader’s Income 
Tax Troubles. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP).—The 
record of testimony in the William 
Bioff extortion trial included to- 
day the names of the late Senator 
William Gibbs. McAdoo and. Mur- 
ray Garsson, a former congression- 
al investigator, 

Both were referred to yesterday 
at the trial of Bioff, West Coast 
labor leader, and Gedrge E. Browne, 
president of the international Al- 
liance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployes (AFI), in United States 
District Court on charges of. ex- 


torting $550,000 from major mo- : 


tion picture producers. 

McAdoo was’ mentioned by 
Charles D. Russell, tax consultant 
testifying for the defense, who 
pointed out that so far as he knew, 
McAdoo, who was World War Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, never made 
any effort to interest himself in 
Bioff’s income tax troubles with 
the Government. 

. Asked to Aid Bioff. 

Russel] asserted that both Jo- 
seph M. Schenck, former chairman 
of the board of Twentieth Century- 
Fox Film Corporation, and Sidney 
R. Kent, company president, had 
asked him to assist Bioff. He 
identified as having been sent by 
Schenck a cablegram from Czecho- 
Slovakia, dated July 28, 1938, which 
read: 

“B, is to testify Sacramento. He 
intends withholding information I 
suppose at request of Mac. If he 
does, at least he should get prom- 
ise from Mat to intercede Wash- 
ington to stop persecution. If you 
agree with me see B. and advise 
him accordingly.” 

Russell testified that to him “B” 
meant Bioff and “Mac” meant Mc- 
Adoo, while “persecution” indicat- 
ed the Federal income tax investi- 
gation of Bioff then under way. 
He added that he had advised Bioff 
not to see McAdoo. 

$200,000 Stock Deal. 

Testifying in his own behalf, 
Bioff quoted Schenck as saying 
that he “had bought $200,000 worth 
of Twentieth Century-Fox stock 
for Murray Garsson and that he 
eventually would have to convert 
it into cash for Garsson.” 

This statement followed Bioff’s 
assertion to the jury that he was 
“prepared to show that $200,000 
was given to investigators in the 
congressional investigation of the 
motion picture industry.” 

Bioff’s statement about Garsson 
was called “a lie” in Washington

Sentence Monday for Flag Springs

still on Aug. 9, and his nephew, 
Sam Matlock, were found guilty 


of conspiracy to defraud the Gov- 
ernment of liquor tax in a verdict 
returned by a jury last night be- 
fore United States District Judge 
John Caskie Collet. 

Testimony by Government wit- 
nesses during the trial disclosed 
that the Matlocks had operated a 
still for nearly four years in the 
Ozark community near St. James, 
Mo., selling untaxed whisky to 
bootlegger in the district. The 
Matlocks denied operating the still 
although Stonewall Matlock testi- 
fied he allowed a man, whose name 
he did not know, to place it in the 
basement of his store. 

Floyd Clark, a neighbor of the 
Matlocks, who also was a defend- 
ant in the indictment, previously 
had entered a plea of guilty to the 
charge and testified that from 1937 
to 1939 the Matlocks operated the 
still on his farm. Sentence of the 
Matlocks was deferred until Mon- 
day, pending a motion for a new 
trial. Maximum penalty is two 
years’ imprisonment and a $10,000 
fine.

* JEFFERSON ‘CITY, Oct. 31. — 
The licensed small loan companies 
of Missouri, which are authorized 
by_ law to make installment loans 
of $300 or less to individuals at 
special rates of interest, had loans 
aggregating $16,674,675 outstanding 
at the end of 1940 and in that year 
collected $4,396,849. ‘in interest 
charges. - 

A report by State Finance Comi- 
missioner, D. R. Harrison sent re- 
cently to Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 


|covergs many details of the opera- 


tions of 136 small loan offices 
which were licensed. 

This report shows that the.aver- 
age interest rate paid by the 143,- 
621 borrowers who were on the 
books of the companies at the close 
of the year was 2.528 per cent a 
month, which at straight interest 
is slightly more than 30 per cent 
a year. 

What Law Authorizes. 

The small loan law authorizes 
these companies to charge interest 
at 3. percent a month on the first 
$100 or less of an outstanding loan, 
and at 2% per cent a month on any 
amount over $100 up to $300. The 
security for such loans may be 
chattel mortgages on household 
goods, automobiles or other per- 
sonal property. 

Loans of this type, generally in 
the classification of ‘consumer 
credit, recently have come under 
supervision of the Federal Reserve 
Board along with the regulation of 
installment sales. 
ed in a maximum of 18 months 
as the time in which such loans 
are to be paid off on the install- 
ment plan. Before the Federal Re- 
serve Board regulations were is- 
sued, such loans were made for a 
maximum of 25 months. 

The Finance Commissioner’s re- 
port, which was compiled from 
annual reports filed by the indi- 
vidual loan offices, showed that 
aggregate net profit of all the of- 
fices reporting was.7.23 per cent on 
“assets used and useful in small 
loan business” as listed on the 
books of these offices. The aggre- 
gate value of these assets, including 
the outstanding: loans and about 
$1,000,000 of cash working capital 
and other items, was $19,596,567.

Believed for Pressure. 


N Moscow, just before the in- 
vasion, the Government was 
quite aware of the seriousness of 
he crisis, knew the German troop 
tisposals accurately. But the Gov- 
tmment thought such an obvious 
threat of invasion was simply the 
prelude to a demand for further 
treaty concessions. 

By the time the German panzer 
divisions had run the limit of their 
gas supply, Soviet armies on the 
frontier were encircled and instead 
of fighting to hold back the Ger- 
man advance, all their energy and 
immunition went to get themselves 
wut of the hole they were in and 
t reforming themselves into a 
coherent line. Enormous amounts 

equipment were lost in this re- 


Government knew that its armies 
would not be able to stem immedi- 
itely the German advance—even 
ti the old Soviet frontier, which 
was better fortified than the new. 

The Government in Moscow, in

The Soyiet Government admits

take any given local objective— 
unless it be one of the big cities 
which the citizens can turn into 
a fortress and which can only be 
taken by complete encirclement 
and starving out. Thus it is re- 
signed to the fact that alone they 
cannot administer a severe defeat 
to the Germans in the field. 


Production Expected 


To Decide Outcome. 


HE Soviet Government is re- 

sigged to something else. It is 
resigned to the fact that this will 
be a war won not by valor in the 
field, but by the production of arms 
in the factory. It sees the war in 
terms of this formula: 

What is left of the factory pro- 
duction of Russia, plus the fac- 
tory production of the British 
Empire, plus the factory produc- 
tion of the United States—all 
these minus the difficulty of get- 
ting this production from one 
area of conflict to another versus 
the factory production of Ger- 
many, plus the factory production 
of Czechoslovakia, plus the fac- 
tory production of France and 
Belgium—all this increased in 
effectiveness by the ease with 
which supplies can be moved to 
fighting fronts. 

It does not believe that Ger- 
man production can be material- 
ly*cut down by bombing. 

It sees this formula as a formu- 
la which works presently to Ger- 
many’s advantage. 

In the Government’s eyes there 
is only the untapped potential 
United States production to offset 
its side’s disadvantage. It does 
not know what we will do about 
t-is and it neither urges nor Ca- 

joles. This is part of the Russian 
realism, for they recognize that 
American production is a factor 
beyond their control or even power 
to influence. It will come if it will 
come. If it will not come, they 
will fight on without it. 

American politics is an enormous 
mystery to the Soviet Government. 

Its attitude, oversimplified: 

“If Roosevelt wants to help, he’ll 
help; if he doesn’t, he won't. We 
don’t understand all this talk about 
public opinion and opposition from 
a minority party.” 

I tried to explain these things to 
the Russians. It was hard going. 
Their minds operate on an 4as- 
sumption that is foreign to us: 
that the State as a whole is the 
only thing that matters, that the 
individual is utterly unimportant 
in comparison to it—and that the 
State and the Government are 
synonymous. I: emphasize that 
this is a complete and fundamental 
assumption, a foundation for all 
Soviet thinking on all subjects. To 
be against the Government is to 
be anti-social, as to us a criminal 
is anti-social. The principal effect 
of this, to repeat, is that they are 
led into thinking of Roosevelt as 
if he were the simplest of auto- 
crats, with United States armies 
and industries his to command at 
will,

Frozen lakes, rivers and marshes may be more easily traversed 
by armored troops and motor transport, but deep snow is a barrier to 
movement which no engineering genius can overcome, icy roads make 
high speeds impossible, storms limit vision and impede the operation 


of aircraft. These conditions inure 


The armored fighting vehicle, the 
aircraft, the rapid and steady flow 
of motor transport, are all essential 
to the modern attack. Good infan- 
try and artillery, properly dug in 
on a well-selected position and 
provided with ample ammunition, 
are not easily or cheaply dislodged 
by ordinary means. The,loss of ve- 
locity is a loss of striking power 
which the German tacticians will 
sorely miss. 


Shelter Essential. 


Perhaps the greatest effect of 
winter on rapidity of military 
movement is the effect of extreme 
cold on personnel. Human beings 
simply cannot be exposed to the 
rigors of a Russian winter for long 
periods of time without ruinous 
casualties, Shelter and warmth, 
especially at night, are essential. 
Troops cannot bivouac in the open 
without fires, but fires in large 
numbers are suicidal in the face 
of an active enemy air force, 


Adequate billets in a country 
such as Russia can hardly be 
found, at any rate without a dis- 
persal of troops which would be 
tactically disastrous. To attempt 
to carry with the army any form 
of artificial shelter such as the 
pre-fabricated cantonments which 
the Germans have been reported 
as building, would impose a fresh 
and enormous burden on a trans- 
port system already laboring under 
heavy difficulties. 


When it is recalled that the bulk 
of the Nazi infantry divisions still 
use horse-drawn artillery and 
transport, so that the question of 
shelter for animals all unaccus- 
tomed to the rigors of a Russian 
winter must also be solved, there 
can be no doubt that German en- 
terprises in Russia must move 
more slowly and seek less distant 
objectives than in the autumn cam- 


paigns. 


Prospect of Ski Troops. 


As for the Russians, the prelim- 
inary dispositions which they are 
reported making for the winter are 
interesting. In the north, Marshal 
Klementi Voroshiloy has left the 
Leningrad command to organize 
and train a reserve army which is 
reported to include strong forces, 
perhaps several divisions, of highly 
trained ski troops. This suggests 
not only that the Russians antici- 
pate the possibility that Finnish 
ski troops might be used by the 
Germans in an attempt to cut the 
Archangel railway, the most im- 
portant outside line of supply for 
the northern front, but also that 
the offensive possibilities of ski 
troops may be exploited against the 
Nazis during the winter months. 

In the South, Marshal Semyon 
Timoshenko, ablest of the 
army group commanders, has tak- 
en over from Marshal Semyon 
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to the advantage of the defense.

Cavalry Held in Reserve. 


Budyonny, a cavalryman by ex- 
perience and training and the idol 
of the Russian horse regiments, is 
reported organizing a great reserve 
army composed largely of the 25 
cavalry divisions which the Soviet 
Union possesses, few of which 
have yet been employed in this 
war. A Russian cavalry division 
is about 8000 strong, all told, It 
includes three cavalry brigades of 
two regiments each, a regiment of 
horse artillery, a group of engi- 
neers, an armored car unit, and 
the necessary services. 

The cavalry regiments are 
trained and armed for dismounted 
fire action with rifles, light and 
heavy machine guns, mortars and 
small cannon. They are, in effect, 
mounted infantry. Under  condi- 
tions which restrict the freedom of 
movement of German tanks and 
motor-borne infantry, Budyonny’s 
25 cavalry divisions may find many 
opportunities of usefulness. 

Their theater of operations may 
well be the Northern Caucasian 
area, north of the formidable C&éu- 
casus Mountains, which contains 
the secondary but valuable oil 
fields of Maikop and Grozni. It is 
hard to see how the Nazis could 
push forward quickly into this 
area, in severe weather, over poor 
roads deep in mud and snow, with 
200,000 well-armed cavalry hanging 
on their flanks and rear—cavalry 
including many regiments of Don, 
Kuban and Terek horsemen who 
know the countryside perfectly and 
whose mounts, like themselves, are 
accustomed to hardships, cold and

T is certain that he has never 

believed that he could establish 
his new order in Europe by the 
voluntary collaboration of the peo- 
ples of Europe. Hitler is no fool; 
he is in fact a man of satanic 
genius in his understanding of the 
power of evil in human nature, 
and in his capacity to deceive or- 
dinary civilized men—like, for ex- 
ample, Mr. Neville Chamberlain or 
Marshal Petain, or Senator Taft or 
Gen. Robert Wood. Without re- 
peated demonstrations it is hard to 
imagine and to coraprehend what 
happens when the power of evil 
is employed absolutely. That is 
why so many men have been dis- 
posed to believe that Hitler can 
never for a moment have be- 
lieved, that he could make a set- 
tlement with Europe that the 
European nations would accept. 

For Hitler must always have 
known that the empire of the Nazis 
required the destruction of these 
nations by causing the death of all 
who: are capable of leading them, 
and by reducing the remaining 
population to the condition of 
hopeless, illiterate serfs and slaves. 
However effectively he might for 
a time deceive or corrupt or in- 
timidate the ruling classes, it was 
certain—and with his knowledge 
of human nature he must surely 
have known it—that his victims 
would not give up without a 
struggle. The outbreak of terror- 
ism and sabotage must have been 
foreseen and the Nazi response is 
almost certainly not a hastily im- 
provised reprisal but a calculated 
and far-sighted policy. 

* * * 

HE history of Hitler’s treat- 

ment of Poland—the first na- 
tion to resist him—shows clearly 
enough that his policy is not to 
occupy a country and then to win 
the collaboration of its people but 
to break forever its capacity for 
resistance, The method is to kill, 
imprison, torture, and exile so 
many of, the leading members of 
the nation that there are no lead- 
ers left, no rallying points of re- 
sistance, no organizers, no sources 
of hope and revival. He does not 
do these things as reprisals against 
an occasional sniper, or ‘an occa- 
sional] assassin, or against acts of 
sabotage. If the occupied nation 
could conceivably restrain itself 
and discipline itself to perfect 
obedience to him, he would still 
have to do what he does, if neces- 
sary by inventing pretexts. For at 
bottom nations are not Conquered 
in Hitler’s meaning of the term 
until their capacity to resist and 
revive has been destroyed. “Vol- 
untary collaboration” there cannot 
be in Hitler’s lexicon because a 
nation which collaborates volun- 
tarily may change its mind and 
decide voluntarily not to’ collabo- 
rate. 

Thus only the gullible and the 
corrupt have ever believed that 
Hitler would or could allow Mar- 
shal Petain to carry out his ro-

Considering the situation 
in both Britain and Russia, we 
are cutting off our own forces 
from these necessary supplies to 
implement them, and we shall 
have to continue to do so if we 
are to pursue our present policy.

Russia Needs Supplies. 

Russia cannot stand without 
vast supplies of tanks, artillery 
and planes. Her losses in these 
categories have been tremendous, 
Britain is in the gravest danger 
both in North Africa and in the 
Middle East. The only thing that 
can possibly save her is a very 
heavy flow of the very things 
which are indispensable to our 
creation of anything remotely re- 
sembling an effective expeditionary 
force, 

As to Russia, I can see how, 
after months of effort, we might 
manufacture the kind of equip- 
ment she needs, but for the life 
of me I can’t see how we can de- 
liver it on the battle lines. The 
transportation routes are longer 
and more precarious than were 
ever even attempted for a major 
action. There are only three — 
through the White Sea, through

‘THE REUBEN JAMES. | 
_ As though in defiant answer to the President’s 
Navy day spéech, in which he said that shooting has 
begun, the Germans have torpedoed and sunk the 
United States destroyer Reuben James, on convoy 
duty in the North Atlantic west of Iceland. 

This is the third encounter between German sub- 
marines and American destroyers. On Sept. 4, two 
torpedoes were fired at the Greer by a submarine 
which it had been pursuing, but the projectiles failed 
to find their mark. On the night of Oct. 16-17, the 
Kearny was hit when it left its own convoy to go 
to the aid of another convoy which was being at- 
tacked by U-boats, and 11 American sailors were 
killed. — ‘ 

If the Greer and Kearny incidents failed to do 80, 
the sinking of the Reuben James should bring home 
sharply to the American people that the United 
States is now engaged in a full-fledged naval war in 
the Atlantic. Both our navy and the Germans are 
shooting to kill, and we may be sure that the suc- 
cessful attack upon the Reuben James will intensify 
the determination of our navy to drive the subma- 
rines and the raiders, if any, from Atlantic waters. 
Whether the Reuben James incident will cause 
the President to take further steps against Germany 
remains to be seen. It is to be noted that his “shoot- 
on-sight” radio speech of Sept. 11 followed the Greer 
incident, while his strong Navy day address followed 
the attack upon the Kearny. In these two speeches, 
the President told the American people that nothing 
would be-left undone to keep intact the bridge of 
ships carrying supplies across the seas. 

For a long time, Hitler pursued a very careful 
policy toward the United States, avoiding sédulously 
any encounters which might have the effect of arous- 
ing American opinion and of bringing this country 
fully into the war. He tried to avoid the mistake of 
the Kaiser, for which Germany paid a hard price. 
But now evidently Hitler has thrown caution to the 
winds and has ordered his submarines to go the limit 
in their attacks upon American ships. 

The issue is defined. The United States has made 
its decision to keep the sea lanes open, so that arms 
and supplies may freely reach Hitler’s enemies in all 
parts of the world. That decision is irrevocable. The 
Kearny and the Reuben James will intensify the de- 
terminatior to sweep the seas clear of the marauding 
German craft. .

SEIZURE OF THE BENDIX AIRPLANE PLANT. 

The prolonged disputes at the Air Associates, Inc., 
plant at Bendix, N. J., have compelled the President 
to take over this important defense factory in the 
name of the Government. The action is plainly jus- 
tified, and it is sure to have the support of public 
opinion, 

The troubles in this plant were a flagrant example 
of how obstructionist employers may handicap the 
defense effort just as misguided labor men may han- 
dicap it through strikes over jurisdictional or closed- 
shop issues. In either event, the people’s patience 
over such inexcusable delays is near the point of ex- 
haustion. 


The plant at Bendix has contracts to furnish | 


$5,000,000 worth of essential airplane parts to facto- 
ries all over the country. Its management had a 
prolonged wrangle with CIO workers in its plant, 
then defied the National Defense Mediation Board 
and actually walked out on a conference. For this, 
the board rebuked it by saying the management 
“has not exhibited that attitude of co-operation to 
which the public is entitled on the part of a com- 
pany whose operations are essential to the defense 
of the nation.” After the company at last accepted 
the Government’s ruling, fresh complications arose 
over the terms it offered the strikers whose rein- 
statement had been ordered, and clashes occurred 
between them and non-strikers. 

The Government has been more than considerate 
in the various disputes that have cut down produc- 
tion at this plant in the last three and a half months, 
National defense is an issue bigger than any of those 
that were in dispute there, however. Occupation of 
a factory by the nation’s armed forces is a drastic 
procedure, but it has been the logical remedy twice 
before, in the Kearny (N. J.) shipyard and Ingle- 
wood (Cal.) airplant plant disputes. The Bendix af- 
fair belongs in the same, category, and the same 
method is clearly in order, 

For stubborn employers and stubborn labor chiefs 
alike, the warning is plain. Our Government stands 
ready to protect the rights of both sides, but it is 
not going to tolerate any obstructionism that impairs 
the nation’s vital defense program. 


TWO AVIATION DISASTERS. 

Two horrifying airplane accidents, in which 34 
lives were lost and only one person survived, made 
yesterday the most disastrous day in the history of 
American commercial air lines, and broke a perfect 
safety record of more than eight months’ standing. 

It is too early, of course, to determine the cause 
of either crash, It is perhaps significant, however, 
that both occurred under adverse weather conditions.

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WHO COUNTS THE BIRDS? 

With all the scientific assurance of the Census 
Bureau announcing that the population of the United 
States is 131,409,881, the educational director of the 
National Audubon Society has just issued a state- 
ment saying that this country has a total of 5,570,- 
000,000 birds. 

This is an interesting statistic, but it naturally 
leads to some mild wonderment as to just how the 
Audubon Society knows this to be a fact. In other 
words, who counts the birds? And how does he 
get’ them to sit still long enough to be counted? 

This bird census must be a stupendous job, which 
has hitherto escaped the notice of a public always 
interested in big undertakings.

LOUIS NAMED? 


Lindbergh road has now reached into the courts 
of the Kings of France and back to the thirteenth 
century, sometimes called the greatest. | 
One of our letter-writers has, in fact, transformed 
it into a controversy over the naming of our city. 
He declared that, if there is any cause for repudiat- 
ing the name of Lindbergh, there is much greater 
cause for repudiating the name of St. Louis, since it 
was given the city for Louis XV, a monarch guilty 
of more perfumed sins than can be counted. Other 
correspondents, however, maintain the city’s name is 
that of the sainted Louis IX, and that aspersions on 
it are blasphemy. é 
It is one of those cases in which both sides are 
right. There has been an unwitting confusion of 
the thirteenth century with the eighteenth ; of the 
man of the hair shirt and the chain armor with the 
man of perukes and brocaded waist coats; of the 
builder of ecstatically beautiful Sainte Chapelle with 
the master of Versailles; of the son of Blanche of 
Castile with the companion of the Duchess of Cha- 
teauroux, Pompadour and du Barry, 
When Laclede, in 1764; laid out the exact plan 
for the village which is now our city, he named it 


St. Louis “in honor of the patron saint of Louis 
XV, the reigning King of France.”

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END OF THE COAL STRIKE. 

John L. Lewis’ strike in the “captive” coal mines 
ended with the president of the UMWA and Myron 
C. Taylor, former chairman of the board of directors 
of United States Steel Corporation, saying nice things 
about each other. Mr. Taylor complimented the bel- 
ligerent labor leader on his “broad, co-operative at- 
titude.” Mr. Lewis swelled out his chest and re- 
called that at the time of the 1934 captive mines 
strike, Mr, Taylor—that “industrial statesman of 
far-seeing vision”—and he were also “able to render 
service at times of great national interest.” 

After all these honeyed words are spoken, the fact 
remains that this strike was ended by the application 
of a procedure which should have been applied before 
any strike was called. 

Since neither the union nor the mine owners are 
committed to accept the board’s recommendation, 
the issue in this controversy is to be kept clearly in 
mind. That issue is not wages, It is not hours. It 
is not safety devices or other precautions in the 
mines. It is not working conditions in any form, 
The issue is nothing more than a union-shop clause 
in the contract. This provides that, within a certain 
interval after employment, all employes ‘must. join 
the union. . 

Such a clause is not necessary to make collec- 
tive bargaining effective. Many contracts have been 
mutually satisfactory employer-employe instruments 
without the union-shop requirement. This has been 
true, moreover, in industries which were not so fully 
organized as coal mining. With 95 per cent of its 
workers in unions, the coal industry is already a 
main source ‘of organized labor’s strength. 

In view of this, the inference almost inevitably 
is that John L, Lewis called this strike not for the 
welfare of the men in the “captive’ mines, but in 
order to raise a closed-shop weapon over the steel 
industry. And there is the further inference that 
he acted partly for personal reasons, in an attempt to 
restore himself as a public figure after his repudia- 
tion in the election last year and his resignation as 
head of the CIO, 
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MAYBE IT’S V FOR VITAMINS. 

Behind the sweeping victories of the German 
armies, a home economics expert at the University 
of California insinuates, may be more than clouds of 
Planes, droves of armored cars and all the other 
mechanical weapons.

RETURNED to the United States from 
| France early in 1941, In four years, a 

world had changed. What had been an 
unpleasant topic of conversation when I 
went to Europe in 1937 was now a night- 
mare reality. The mechanized columns of 
Adolf Hitler stretched over the continent 
and held Europe in their steel fingers. Em- 
battled England kept vigil through . the 
night. France, complacent behind its Mag- 
inot line a year before, was now captive. 

Back in the United States, as I read the 
newspaper headlines, listened to the con- 
versation of my friends, turned to the radio 
speeches of our national leaders, I had the 
strange feeling that “this was where I 
came in.” Over and over again, it seemed 
to me that, in a different language and on 
another scene, I had heard all this before, 
seen the same actors go through their mo- 
tions on the same stage. 

As in France before September, 1939, I 
found the same comfortable routine of 
life going on beneath a surface coating 
of tall talk and self-assurance. Of course, 
everyone was agreed that the United 
States must arm and arm ‘fast, but after 
this platitude was uttered with proper 
emphasis, the old confusion and familiar 
disunity were apparent. : 

Capital was wangling for juicy contracts, 
Government was making angry faces, 
speaking firmly and altering its program 
with the regularity of a Sunday School 
auxiliary planning a picnic. Labor was 
hot under the collar, and the itching pow- 
der of selfish leaders was sending it into 
periodic scratching frenzies, shutting off 
production of needed armaments. I heard 
of soldiers drilling without arms and shadow 
“mechanized” divisions awaiting mechan- 
ization. 

. - ” 

The radio trembled with the nightly 
blasts of spokesmen indicting one another’s 
good faith and intelligence; Roosevelt and 
Lindbergh, Wheeler and Pepper, Thompson 
and Johnson. The air was blue with the 
propaganda of a hundred committees new- 
ly risen to save the Republic and self- 
commissioned to damn the opposition. 
Whatever the motives of all of them, and 
I do not challenge the patriotism of any, 
it all added up to confusion worse con- 
founded. I remembered France: the road 
to defeat is often paved with patriotic mo- 
tives, 

Four years ago, Frenchmen of al! walks 
of life shook their heads over a Govern- 
ment that failed to govern, that let flan- 
nel-mouthed minorities push it around, that 
made wise moves too late. I see here a 
Government that also will act in extremis, 
that locks barn doors after Time, that 
winged horse, has been stolen. 

Some of our business leaders, their noses 
glued to profit-and-loss statements, exhibit 
an unparalleled case of nearsightedness. 
Knowing little about international conditions 
and caring less, many of them still think 
n terms of “minding our own business.” 

hey are not yet aware that “our own 


| business” is precisely what is endangered. 


The other side of this isolationist gloom 
is the glib optimism of Americans used to 
thinking in terms of our industrial superi- 
ority, Many times a day we hear it’ repeat- 
ed: “What have we got to worry about? 
America can out-produce and out-arm Ger- 
many with one hand tied behind its back." 


The answer is that the Germany of yes- 
terday is, as far as production is con- 
cerned, the Europe of today. We are so 
used to thinking of the vast possibilities of 
American production that we have all but 
forgotten Europe’s colossal capacity. 

American confidence in continued pro- 
duction superiority reminds me of French 
optimism before 1940. The French, when 
they thought in terms of production at 
all, at least could point to great producing 
countries for assistance in a pinch. . If 
Britain falls, who will there be to offer 
aid to America? The industrial power of 
German-organized Europe will be the great- 
est the world has ever seen. 

America, like France, still thinks loosely 
of someone else doing the job. France 
felt that the Maginot line and the British 
navy justified a minimum of effort for a 
total war. The British felt that the great 
armies of France would stall the Germans. 
The slogan was “business as usual.” It is 
still the slogan which symbolizes to the 
democracies their strength and confidence. 
Actually, it masks an amazing failure to 
consider the realities. Business as usual 
while the Germans consolidate business for 
war, turning all available productive ca- 
pacity into war channels! 

. * & 

The epitaph of democracy might well be 
“business as usual.” The fact is that war 
is a very unusual business. To wage war, 
the entire economy of a nation. must be 
changed. The nation that does this most 
effectively is the nation that wins the war; 
not business as usual but, though it is a 
tragic phrase, business for war. 

In France during the first year of war, 
I used to hear from intelligent, educated 
Frenchmen: “All we need do is wait. There 
will soon be a’ revolution in Germany.” In 
America, I find that many of my com- 
patriots believe in the same illusory hope. 
There is no attempt to analyze; the allure 
of wistful thinking is too pleasant. Why 
worry? The Germans will soon arise and 
overthrow their Nazi oppressors and Eu- 
rope will become one happy democratic 
family. This is utterly fatal thinking, 

I who knew Germany in 1938 and 1939, 
who knew many of the conquerors in 
France. in 1940, can testify to this. Let 
me say it bluntly: There will be no revo- 
lution in Germany now or next year or the 
year after. Why should there be? Nazi 


‘leaders have given the Germans victory 


after victory. Under Hitler, Germany has 
become: master of Europe. The visible 
fruits of victory roll into Berlin every day 
——the paintings and textiles from France, 
the wheat from Rumania and Hungary, 
the lemons and olive oil from Italy, cattle 
from Denmark, lumber from Norway. 

Are these bmens of disaster for the Ger- 
man people? Only self-deception permits 
one to think so. The democratic nations 
will not be stirred to full war effort unless 
they realize that Germany today is strong- 
er, not weaker, in food, in man power, in 
capital goods, than she was at the out- 
break of the war.

The 1942 edition of “Ice Follies,” 
installed last night at the Arena 
for a four-night engagement, has 
not only the usual attributes of 
ice. shows—color, spectacle and 
skill—but an unusual amount of 
showmanship. Staged and directed 
by the experienced Fanchon of 
Fanchon and Marco, the show 
profits from attractive costuming, 
original ensemble effects and very 
praiseworthy pace.

How British Spies of 1917 


Used Counterfeit Stamps 


Austrian Dealer, Here 


for Gonvention, Tells 


of System Germans Didn’t Discover 
Until War Was Over. ” 


Various devices involving the use 
of stamps employed by espionage 
agents to transmit messages during 
the World War were described to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
by Fritz Billig, Austrian stamp 
dealer, who is attending the World 
Wide Philatelic convention in pro- 
gress at the DeSoto Hotel. 

Billig, who moved to this country 
at the time of the Nazi invasion 
of Austria, displayed three coun- 
terfeit German stamps employed 
by British spies who, working 
within Germany, ed to con- 
vey military intelligence out of the 
country by use of one of many 
counterfeit stamps they took with 
them into Germany. 

These counterfeits, Billig said, so 
closely resembled the originals that | 
the Germans, with a highly efféc- 
tive counterespionage system, did 
not discover the device until long 
after the war. He explained that 
each variation in design between 
the counterfeit and the genuine 
stamp had a certain significance 
and that the harmless-looking let- 
ters, cleared through Switzerland, 
were never suspected. 

Billig added that combinations 


the sequence of numerals on a 
series of stamps and the time can- 
cellation numbers on the letters fre- 
quently provided ingenious agents 
means by which important mili- 


tary information could be sent out 
of the country. 

Dr. Pritchard M. von David of 
San Antonio, Tex., vice-president 
of the World Wide Philatelic Asso- 


ciation, who was standing nearby, 
said the State Department, aware 
of the part played by stamps in 


espionage, has set up a special bu- 


reau to decode messages trans-| da 


mitted by stamps, and that Great 
Britain, while censoring mail at 
Bermuda, frequently removed 
stamps from the letters before 
sending them on, 

A feature”of,the exhibit of inter- 
est to St.“Louisans are the St. 
Louis Bear Stamps, issued by the 
city in 1845 before the first na- 
tional stamp issue. These stamps, 
called Bear Stamps, because they 
carried the Missouri coat of arms, 
which has the figures of two bears, 
were greeted somewhat cautious- 
ly by the old Missouri Republican. 
“Mr. Wimer, the postmaster, has 
prepared a set of letter stamps, or 
marks, to put on letters, indicating 
that postage has been paid,” the 
paper said. “They are so pre- 
pared that they may be stuck upon 
a letter like a wafer....”

Nazis Announce Release of 


Two War Prisoners in 
Advance of Deadline for 
Demonstration. 


VICHY, Oct. 31. — (AP)—The 
population of Vichy, capital of un- 


occupied France, today virtually 
ignored the Free French request 
for a five-minute standstill demon- 
stration in protest against the 
German execution of hostages. 

The call for the demonstration 
was issued by Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle, Free French leader, in Lon- 
don last Saturday. For five min- 
utes today beginning at 4 p. m. 
(9 a. m. St. Louis time) Frenchmen 
were asked to quit their occupa- 
tions and stand still in silent pro- 
test against the German punitive 
measures. 

The Ministry of the Interior re- 
ported it had made a checkup of 
various sections in the unoccupied 
zone and that the De Gaulle ap- 
peal had had no apparent results. 

In Vichy, Associated Press cor- 
respondents saw only six persons 
respond to the De Gaulle plea, five 
men and a woman, who stood be- 
fore the Church of St. Louis 
watching-a tower clock tick off 
the five minutes. 

Shortly before the deadline for 
the demonstration Gen. Otto von 
Stuelpnagel, commander of the 
German forces in France, an- 
nounced release of two French 
prisoners of war in compensation 
for the supplying of information to 
the German authorities by their 
relatives. 

Von Stuelpnagel last Tuesday an- 
nounced the offer of releasing war 
prisoners if their families would 
provide authorities with informa- 
tion concerning the killing of Ger- 
man officers in Nantes and Bor- 
deaux. 

Fifty hostages were shot in each 
city and an additional 50 in each 
city have been sentenced to die. 
The executions of this second hun- 
dred, however, were suspended 
Tuesday at the direction of Adolf 
Hitler, according to an announce- 
ment by Von Stuelpnagel. 


FIVE-MONTH STRIKE ENDS

mantic dream of a purged and 
purified and regenerated France.

structure of France. This is all 
according to plan. Hitler will not 
have completed his conquest of 
France until so many Frenchmen 
are dead, by shooting, by starva- 
tion, by the ruin of their bodies 
and minds in the prison camps 
that there are no Frenchmen in 
France capable of rallying the na- 
tion,

UT there is another, and no 
less terrible, consideration, 
which, though difficult for civil- 
ized men to grasp, surely counts 
heavily. Hitler knows perfectly 
well what undying hatred he has 
aroused in his victims and in 
those who, though out of his reach, 
have to stand by and watch the 
excruciating spectacle. That ha- 
tred is useful to Hitler. For had 
he not been so cruel, had he been 
merely a lawless and faithless con- 
queror, there would have remained 
in the mind of the world a dis- 
tinction which he cannot tolerate 
—a distinction between the Nazis 
and the German nation. By these 
enormous and widespread cruelties 
from one end of Europe to the 
other, Hitler ig obliterating the 
distinction in men’s minds. 

Thus the effect is to implicate 
the German people in his crimes, 
to force them to share his guilt, 
and so to bring down upon them 
the demand for retribution which 
is rising throughout the world. 
This is essential to the mainte- 
nance of Hitler’s power inside 
of Germany—that the door should 
be slammed, locked and bolted 
against any effort to distinguish 
between Nazis and Germans who 
might overthrow the Nazis. This is 
the democratic peace offensive 
that Hitler knows to be most 
deadly to himself, and his method 
of countering it is to involve the 
Germans in such horrors that they 
will fear more than anything else, 
more than the continuation of 
war, the vengeance of mankind.

T is not astonishing that mod- 
ern men find it so difficult to 
comprehend the inwardness of 
Hitler’s acts, The modern skepti- 
cal world has been taught for some 
two hundred years a conception of 
human nature in which the reality 
of evil, so well known to the ages 
of faith, has been discounted, Al- 
most all of us grew up in an 
environment cof such easy op- 
timism that we can scarcely 
know what is meant, though our 
ancestors knew it well, by the 
satanic will. We shall have to re- 
cover this forgotten but essential 
truth—along with so many others 
that we lost when, thinking we 
were enlightened and advanced, we 
were merely shallow and blind, 
For we are confronted with abso- 
lute realities such as we never 
supposed existed.

exposure. Under such conditions 
even the admirably organized Ger- 
man supply system might break 
down, especially as it would have 
available only the volume of sup- 
plies which could be brought from 
Germany all the way across South- 
ern Russia by dirt roads or "by 
the few available railroads—and 
these with limited rolling stock 
and constantly threatened by sa- 
botage and guerrilla raids, 


Other Tests for Nazis. 


Similar considerations apply to 
any German move northeast to- 
ward Stalingrad and the Volga, 
with a view of cutting off the 


Caucasian area from the Russian 
armies of the north and center. 
Here again, with the coming of 
winter and with Budyonny’s cav- 
alry, the transport difficulties ap- 
proach the insuperable, 


It is for these reasons that the 
Nazi attempt to force a way into 
the Crimean Peninsula is of such 
strategical interest. Its purpose is, 
of course, to deprive the Russians 
of their great naval arsenal at 
Sevastopol and thus to impair the 
efficiency and reduce to radius of 
action of the Soviet Black Sea 
fleet. This fleet, operating from 
Sevastopol, denies to the Germans 
any access by sea to Rostov (if and 
when they take that port) or to 
any other port they may acquire— 
such, for example, as Novorossisk. 
Could they use sea transport this 
far, they could concentrate their 
motor and horse-drawn trains east 
of the Don, establish and maintain 
huge advance depots at the ports, 
and find their troubles greatly les- 
sened. 


It ig true that the loss of Seva- 
stopol would not entail the destruc- 
tion of the Russian fleet. It could 
operate from Batum, where ample 
fuel is available, But it would not 
have adequate repair facilities for 
its larger ships in case of torpedo 
or air-bomb damage, and the Ger- 
mans might hope, with strong air 
forces established in the Crimea, 
to be able to give at least partial 
protection to their convoys en 
route fr6m Odessa and Constanta 
to Rostov. Thus the Nazi push 
into the Crimea may prove of 
major strategical importance, and 
the Black Sea may soon be the 
scene of naval and air operations 
on a large scale.

Reach- 
ing the final war port closest to 
the zone of hostilities, the freight- 
ér was compelled to wait again for 
wharfage privileges, the delay 
eventually amounting to five days. 
When the holds finally were 
cleared, the freighter had fallen so 
far behind its schedule that it 
missed the flood tides necessary 
for entering the Fortuguese Mo- 
zambique port of Beira on the re- 
turn voyage, causing another six 
days to be lost. 


British shipping schedules are 
more uncertain than American be- 
cause convoys must skirt the dan- 
ger zones while American ships 
have proceeded straight through. 
But in the above case the Ameri- 
can vessel lost three weeks and 
four days time at an overhead of 
$2000 a day. One-third of the 
elapsed time of the voyage from 
the United States and return was 
wasted waiting in African ports. 


Following President Roosevelt’s 
speech, the time is seen to be 
close at hand when American 
freighters also will be compelled 
to use circuitous routes. If Brit- 
ish harbor facilities are increased, 
it is believed the Maritime Com- 
mission’s new Durban office can 
co-operate efficiently with the 
African authorities in charge of 
transhipments.

German naval men tell me that 
the U-boat held up the Washing- 
ton just at dawn. Washington dis- 
patches say the ship was some- 
what behind schedule. It is highly 
possible, then, that the German 
submarine commander planned to 
torpedo the ship while it was still 
too dark for his craft to be identi- 
fied. But the Washington did not 
arrive on the scene until dawn, 
and the commander refrained 
from launching his torpedo only 
out of fear that in the prevailing 
light his U-boat could be recog- 
nized as German. 


Berlin, June 14 — Paris has 
fallen. The hooked-cross flag of 
Hitler flutters from the Eiffel 
Tower. This morning German 
troops entered the city. 

We got the news on the radio 
at 1 p. m. I was having lunch 
in the courtyard of my hotel. 
Most of the guests crowded 
around the loud-speaker in the 
bar to hear the news..They re- 
turned to their tables with wide 
smiles on their faces, but there 
was no undue excitement. 

In fact, Berlin has taken the 
news of the capture of Paris as 
phiegmatically as it has taken 
everything else in this war. It 
would be wrong, though, té con- 
clude that the taking of Paris has 
not stirred something very deep 
in the hearts of most Germans. 
It was always a wish dream of 
millions here. And it helps wipe 
out the bitter memories of 1918 
which have lain so long in the 
German soul. 

Tomorrow, probably, I shall 
leave for Paris. I do not want to 
go. I do not want to see the 
heavy-heeled German boots tramp- 
ing down the streets I loved,

HE National Nutrition Confer- 
T ence in Washington not only 

established @ “yardstick” based 
on adequate diet, but also listed 
foods and emphasized the amount 
of vitamins needed to enjoy real, 
buoyant health. While the con- 
ference suggested the minimum of 
vitamins needed by each of us 
daily, it pointed’ the way to im- 
proved health by increased use of 
these. As we already know, this 
list of foods is not narrow or limit- 
ed. There is a wide variety avail- 
able for the preparation of health- 
ful, balanced meals, 

The first item on the nutrition 
committee list is milk. Being first 
may not mean being most im- 
portant, but all nutritionists agree 
that milk is a “must” food for 
everyone and particularly for chil- 
dren. 

The proteins in milk are*of the 
highest quality. Working with the 
amino acids they promote growth, 
build tissue and are easily absorbed 
and digested. Milk has many of 
the minerals needed for good nutri- 
tion and it has vitamins—includ- 
ing A, some of the B-complex, a 
slight amount of C, and “enriched” 
milk is fortified with Vitamin D., 
All these react favorably on the 
blood, the heart, the nerves and 
the muscles. The liquid aids in 
proper distribution of food fuels 
to all parts of the body. Forma- 
tion and growth of bones, especial- 
ly in children, depend on the cal- 
clum.and phosphorus which milk 
provides easily and in the right 
balance. 

Milk as an excellent source of 
many essentials of good nutrition 
has been demonstrated in labora- 
tories and in tests so conclusively 
that today there is definite agree- 
ment among scientists and nutri- 
tionists that a quart of milk a day

The incidence of tuberculosis 
has been steadily and rapidly fall- 
ing since 1850—with one interrup- 
tion—the years of World War & 
That interruption in the regular 
decline of the tuberculosis death- 
rate affected even the United 
States. 

Far removed as we were from 
the conflict, little as our food sup- 
ply was interrupted, yet even here 
in 1918 for the first time since the 
Civil War, the death rate from tu- 
berculosts rose, instead of contin- 
uing its fall, and this rise contin- 
ued until 1920.

IN EUROPE, however, the inter- 
rupution was drastic and alarm- 
ing. In England the death rate 
from tuberculosis among women 
was 25 per cent higher in 1918 
than it was in 1913. In Germany 
it was 75 per cent higher in 1918 
than in 1913. In Belgium the rate 
doubled—from 177 deaths per 100,- 
000 population in 1913 to 390 in 
1918. In Belgrade the tuberculosis 
death rate in 1918 reached the al- 
most incredible figure of 1400 per 
100,000 population. 

The story is being repeated. In 
England the death rate from tu- 
berculosis for males showed an 
increase of 13 per cent in 1940, 
over 1939, 7 per cent for females. 
In France the Vichy government 
reports a sharp increase. Over 
conditions in Germany there has 
been a pall of silence, so we gather 
they cannot be good. 

The lesson is surely that tuber- 
culosis rate runs coincidentally 
with food supply. Our own statis- 
tics are not yet affected, which in- 
dicates that our distribution has 
not been interrupted. We must 
make every effort to preserve this 
status and every effort to main- 
tain the food supply of the entire 
world, as a matter of intelligent 
unselfishness, because tuberculo- 
sis is a plague spot that spreads in 
all directions,
